world. 

This miniature weed really 
did some fancy hitch-hiking be- 
cause it came to Florida from 


the East Índies where its bark 
is used as a fiber. 

As a traveling burr it hitches 
rides in a squirrel's tail, a 
deer's- hair, Milady's coat, or 
what have you. It does not mat- 
ter much to the seed just so it 
gets a free ride, for many plant 
seeds believe in setting up 
housekeeping far a from 
the parent—no “in-law” trou- 
bles for them—they want to be 
strictly on their own and try 
to get as far away as possible, 

Although 


plant is really not 
since its seeds do 
things that no self-respecting 
hibiscus would ever stoop to) 
do. These seeds are covered 
with soft hooks that make a 
burr out of the seed even 
though a soft one. 

And did some early explorer 
bring it to Florida on his 
clothes? The answer is partially 
“yes”, along with every other 
traveling thing into which 
Caesar's Weed could attach its 
hooks for a hitch or two.

FARMERS MAY APPLY 
FOR 1951 CORN LOANS, 
PMA OFFICIAL SAYS 


Florida farmers may now ap- 
ply for loans on 1951 crop corn 
under the recently announced 
price support program, accord- 
ing to R. S. Dennis, Executive 
Officer of the Production and 
Marketing Administration in 
Florida. The 1951 corn support 
price for Grade 3 or better for 
all counties in Florida is $1.75 
a bushel. 

Loans may be obtained on 
corn stored in approved ware- 
houses or on the farm, provided 
the farm storage structure is 
sound and constructed so it may 
be fumigated and rodent dam- 
age controlled. PMA: commit- 
tees are responsible for approv- 
ing structures, drawing sam- 
ples, and closing loans. 

Applications for farm stór- 
age loans may be filed at any! 
time before March 31, 1952, 
and loans mature on April 30, 
1952. Applications for loans on 
corn stored in approved ware- 
houses may be filed at any 
time before May 31, 1952, and 
loans mature on July 31, 1952. 

Availability of loans pro- 
vides a method for farmers to 
effect orderly marketing of 
corn and also permits them to| 
redeem their loans before ma- 
turity so the corn may be fed 
to livestock during the spring 
and summer of next year, Mr, 
Dennis says. 

Warehouse loans may be| flies, 
made. only on shelled corn, 
whereas loans on farm-stored| 
corn may be made on either 
shelled or ear corn.

Everglades National Park

AND SERVICE 

To all you World War 11 vet- 
erans who are fortunate enough 
to still have National Service 
Life Insurance, I want to-urge 
you to take every precaution 
necessary to keep your policy 
in force. If your policy should 
expire without it being renew- 
ed, you can never regain it. 

You veterans who mail your 
National Service Life Insur- 
ance premiums to the Veterans 
Administration are cautioned 
to remember that although the 
VA provides.the envelope it 
does not provide the postage 
stamp. 

It has been found that a 
great many veterans mail their 
premium remittance envelope 
(bearing the printed address of 
the VA office) back to the VA 
without 


sult is that the veteran's un- 
stamped envelope, bearing no 
return address, is delayed or 
goes astray, and the policy 
lapses because the premium is 
not received on time by the VA. 

I want to call your #ttention 
to the fact that the premium 
remittance envelope sent to 
veteran policyholders is not of 
the “prepaid type,” even 
though, by having the address 
of the VA office printed on its 
face, it resembles envelopes 
issued by many concerns on 
which postage is guaranteed by 
the addressee. A postage stamp 
must be affixed by the person 
who mails it. 

Also, as a common-sense pre- 
caution the sender's return ad- 
dress should always be written 
on the upper left-hand cotner 
of the envelópe even though 
there are no lines suggesting 
this. 


OPS Beef Ceilings Higher 
Consumer Gets Reductions 


Although new retail ceiling 
prices of beef have been set 
generally higher to comply 
with requirements of the new 
Defense Production Act, there. 
are sizeable reductions in some 
popular cuts, it was pointed 
out by the district Office of 
Price Stabilization, in Miami. 

For instance, OPS said retail 
ceiling prices for the "good" 
grade of sirloin steaks are now 
$1.07 in large supermarkets as 
compared with $1.15 before the 
new order was issued. Choice 
grades of T-bone steak that 
were $1.28 are now $1.16 in 
thé same class stores. Another 
example is pinbone - (bone-in) 
now costs $1.02 for "good" 
grade, and a few weeks back
